THE WESTERN UNION FIRE. 


Jay Gould Says It Happened at a 
Very Unfortunate Hour. 
NRW York, July 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] For the first time since 
the fire of Friday Jay Gould was this 
morning at his office on the second 
floor of the Western Union building. 
Little damage was done by water there, 
and the usual force of clerks were en- 
gaged in the usual routine. 
Said he to a reporter: I was not 
connected with the company when this 
building was erected, but I understood 
it was as hearly fireproof as possible. 
Floors, walls and stairways were all 
indestructible. Of course necessarily 
a vast amount of fuel was on hand in 
the furniture necessary to accommo- 
date so many persons. I must sa 
however, in view of the probable origiu 
of the fire, that had it broken 
out at any other time it would 
almost certainly have been extin- 
guished at once. The fire doubtless 
arose from the contact of several 
wires, which were raised to a white 
heat by the combined currents, igniting 
the covering of the wires and wood- 
work near by. The men usually on 
hand at the point where the fire began 
were not there at that time to check 
the spread of the flames, which were 
not discovered until they had made 
some headway. When the fire was at 
length noticed. the force of men at the 
— was unequal to accomplish what 
ey at first attempted, namely, to ex- 
tinguish the fire without giving an 
alarm. Thus, instead of saying that 
at any other hour the fire would prob- 
ably have caused a great loss of life, 
itis doubtless proper to say that at 
any otber hour the building would not 
have been destroyed.“

JUMPED HIS BOND. 


Damron Fugitive From 


Justice. 


HIS WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN. 


His Bond Declared Forfeited and a 


Bench Warrant Issued for 
His Arrest by Jus- 
tice Austin. 


When 10 o’clock arrived yesterday 


morning Justice Austin’s courtroom 
was crowded with spectators; who had 
assembled to hear the proceedings in 


the examination of J. M. Damron for 
forgery. At 10:05 o’clock it began to 
be whispered about that the defendant 
was a long time coming, and a buzz of 


comments went about, some venturing 
the opinion that he would presently 


appear with his attorney, C. C. 
Stephens. 
Mr. Hardesty from the District 


Attorney’s office came in about 10:10 
o’clock and Justice Austin called 


the case. Neither the defendant 
nor his attorney were present, 
aud Mr. Hardesty so stated, but 


added significantly that his clerk, 


James R. Robson had told him that 


Mr. Damron had sold the furniture in 


| his office, and that a man had come up 


yesterday morning with an order and 
moved some of the articles away. 
When this statement was made the 
audience began to say 
Damron had skipped.“ 
intense interest was manifested, and 
just about this time C. C. Stephens, 
Esq., came in.

Kellogg of Alhambra was adjudged 
insane abont a year ago and sent up to 
Stockton. It is probable that he was a 
victim of the cocaine habit. After 
being released from the asylum he be- 
gan suit for $10.000 each against the 
780 doctors who sat in the commission 
that had committed him. Damron 
was Kellogg's attorney. Kellogg hav- 
ing no money in band, executed a mort- 
gage to Damron for $1000, with the 
understanding that it was to be held as 
security and not used, and Kellogg 
| also assigned $500 in doctor’s bills. 
Damron received the mortgage De- 
cember 18, 1889, and sold it the same 
day to John Gilmore, as shown 
by the records. Damron also realized 
on the $500 claims and has skipped 
with all the money, leaving Kellogg 
with his case unprosecuted. Kellogg 
has been very unfortunate in more 
ways than one. Shortly after he made 
the deal with Damron, his house 
burned down and he lost everything, 
even to his family’s clothing, A large 
hotel formerly built by him at Al- 
hambra was also swept away by fire.

The news of Damron’s flight spread 


rapidly, and it was soon known about 
the streets, various conjectures being 
advanced as te which way he has gone.

that it was office furniture belonging 


to the old firm of Messrs. Shaw & Dam- 
ron, and which bas never been ac- 
counted for by Mr. Damron. He evi- 
dently sold the outfit before yesterday 
morning, but the order was not pre- 
sented until that time. 


DAMRON’S MOVEMENTS. 


As to Damron’s movements after 
getting bail and leaving Justice Aus- 


tin’s courtroom Saturday afternoon, 
but little is known, as he covered bis 
tracks well. It is believed, however, 
that he bad determined to make his 
escape before Monday morning, and 
had been getting his aflairs in shape. 
Saturday afternoon he had a final con- 
sultation with some four or five of his 
friends, the result of which, of course, 
cannot be learned. That evening he 
bade his wife and children good-by, 
aiter which they: returned to their 
home on Twenty-fifth street, and he 
departed for parts unknown. 

Yesterday morning when the officer 
called at Damron’s residence his wife 
was found almost prostrated. She was 
crying bitterly, and it was some time 
before she could compose herself suffi- 
ciently to speak. She said that she did 
not know where her husband was, as 
she had not seen him since Saturday, but 
supposed that he had gone away, and, 
out of consideration for ber feelings, 
but few questions were asked her. 

Mrs. Damron’s position is a very sad 
one. She is left with three helpless 
children on her hands, and no pro- 
vision has been made for her support, 
but ber friends will not allow her to 
suffer. 

THE FORFEITED BONDS. 

Deputy District Attorney Hardesty 
will at once take such steps as are nec- 
essary for the collection of the for- 
feited bonds, as soon as possible. The 
bondsmen are Messrs. Willis and 
Brooks on the first case, Willis and 
Parcovich in the second, and I. N. Me- 
Cracken and Mrs. Perret in the thira 
and last case. The first two are for 
$1000 each and the last for 51500. Mr. 
Hardesty will, ask that the bondsmen 
be brought into court, in order to show 
up their property so that attach- 
ments may issue, and if they cannot 
make the necessary showing, com- 
plaints will be sworn out against them 
at once. 

FORFEITED BONDS, 

The fact that Damron has jumped 
his bonds has awakened interest in the 
matter of bonds in general. It has 
been frequently asserted that not one 
per cent. of the forfeited bonds in the 
county have ever been collected. The 
bondsmen of El Hammond, it is 
stated, have never yet settled, and 
later instances, notably Hood, Rose, 
Kenneday and others, have been cited, 
besides cases in the lower courts. With 
a view to finding out the status of the 
forfeited. bonds, a Times reporter yes- 
terday started out to look the matter 
up. Inquiry at the Sheriff's office 
showed that no record was kept there. 
A visit to the County Clerk’s office 
was eéjually unproductive of ro- 
sults, as no record of the 
kind is kept. The District Attorney’s 
office was next visited, but no record 
is kept there. It was stated that the 
only way by which the desired in- 
formation could be obtained would be 
by waking an inspection of the records 
of Department No. 1 of the Superior 
Court. At least this much was devel- 
oped, that the collection of bonds ig an 
uphill matter, and success igs the ex- 
ception rather than the rule.

THE CASSULLO CASE GIVEN TO 


THE JURY. 


The Charge Against the Alleged 
Constable Freeman Liable to 
Fall, Owing to the Absence 
of Dunn—Notes.

The Cassullo murder trial came to 
an ed yesterday in Judge McKinley's 
court. The arguments in the case 
lasted nearly all day. In the morning 
Mr. Wicks made the opening argu- 
ment for the prosecution, claiming 
that the evidence, while circumstan- 
tial, pointed very strongly toward the 
defendant as the murderer of Manuel 
Valergo. 

He was followed Mr. Ling, for 
the defense, who made a particularly 
eloquent plea-for the defendant. He 
spoke at length, reviewing the testi- 
mony and pointing out those weak 
points in the chain, which he consid- 
ered clearly exculpated Cassullo from 
the charge. 

Mr. Shinn m ade a long and vigorous 
argument in the afternoon, and the 

rosecution closed with a rejoinder 
rom Mr. Wicks. Tue jury retired for 
consultation ‘at 4:30 o’cloc 

The jury took a ballot shortly after 
it went out, and stood six for acquittal 
and six for conviction. They did not 
reach an agreement before 10 o’clock, 
and they were locked up for the night. 
It was rumored that they had changed 
before being locked up to eleven for 
conviction and one for acquittal. 

THE FREEMAN CASE. 

The case against the alleged con- 
stable, Freeman, came up before Jus- 
tice Savage yesterday. Freeman was 
charged with collecting some attach- 
ment money from O. H. Dunn at 
Santa Monica, although not an officer. 
When the case was cailed the prose- 
cuting witness was not present and it 
was stated in the courtroom that he 
has suddenly left the country. This 
brought the case to a sudden stand- 
still, and it was continued for one 
week. 

It was learned afterward that Dunn’s 
departure concealed domestic trouble. 
He is a married man, and his wife has 
been left without any means whatever. 
She is a handsome young Swedish 
woman who has borne an n 
good reputatlon. Her husband worked 
in Los Angeles for a time 
and then, with money belonging to 
her, started a restaurant business 
at Santa Monica. His wife remained 
in the city working as a dressmaker, 
and he ran the business. She had 
some intimations that he was quite in- 
timate with a woman of loose moral 
character, but gave no heed to them 
until be went away. After the com- 
plaint was made against Freeman he 
went away, and has not been heard 
from since. His departure seems to 
make the case against Freeman guite 
weak. His wife heard from him after 
his departure, he saying that he had 
become involved and discouraged, and 
had resolved to “leave the country.

The ready adaptability of most of the 
wattles to our soif and climate, and 
the assured profits to be derived from 
their cultivation for both tan-bark 
and fuel, has long been familiar to 
tree-growers and those interested in 
enlarging the field of Californian re- 
sources. Until the last year a com- 
plete embargo was laid upon this in- 
dustry from the well-known fact that 
if not the original nidus of the white 
cottony scale, the acacias in general 
were more subject to their attacks 
than any other plants, not even except- 
ing the citrus family. Large trees 
were consequently rooted out, and 
horticulturists properly exerted 
themselves to discourage their further 
plantation anywhere. All of this has 
been revolutionized by the introduc- 
tion of the scale parasites, which 
makes possible the revival of an enter- 
prise that gives promise in the near 
future of yielding more than flattering 
returns. 

Quick to realize the situation, which 
the control of the scale pest made pos- 
sible, the State Board of Forestry at 
once commenced the planting of wat- 
tles upon u large scale, and now have 
growing upon the station grounds at 
Chico aud Santa Monica upward of 
thirty thousand young trees of most 
promising varieties of tan-bark wat- 
tles, which will be ready for gratuitous 
distribution in small parcels the com- 
ing winter to those desiring to test the 
merits of these species. 

Capt. Merry, it seems, is in error, or 
is misquoted in assigning the first 
placein yield of tannic acid to the 
black wattle. The recent investiga- 
tions of J. H. Maiden of the Techno- 
logical Museum of Sydney confirm the 
earlier reports of Von Mueller, assign- 
ing tothe bark of the broad leaf, or 
golden wattle, the astonishing yield of 
nearly one-half its weight in pure tannic 
acid. Great difficulty has been also 
experienced in obtaining reliable seed 
of true black wattle (Acacia decurrens.) 
much of the seed exhibited for sale as 
such being confounded with other spe- 
cies comparatively inert as producers 
of tan-bark. 

These difficulties are even expe- 
rienced at home, one correspondent 
from Rangiriri, New Zealand, citing 
the case of a government plantation 
of 1200 acres in his vicinity, originally 
set out for black wattle, proving at ma- 
turity to be the nearly worthless silver 
wattle. In order that similar vexa- 
tious and disheartening resulta may 
not follow here, our board has decided 
to issue no seed of this species until 
the tests now in operation confirm them 
in knowing the output to be beyond 
criticism.

The Recent Battle in Centra 


uatemalans Preparing to Invade San 
„ Salvador Again. 


If She Does Mexico Will Send a Force 
Against Her. 


France Again Much Exercised Over 
Legislation in the United States 
~The Silver Problem in 
England, Etc. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, July 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Herald says: Pri- 
vate dispatches announce that the war 
between San Salvador and Guatemala 
was precipitated by the final refusal of 
the latter to consent to the union of 
the five States so long talked of. 
The invasion of San Salvador 
by the Guatemalans was met by Gen. 
Ezeta with his command, and greatly 
to the chagrin of the Guatemalans’ 
commander they were routed. So far 
as was learned forty were killed. The 
Guatemalans have received reinforce- 
ments and will return to the charge 
soon. 

Honduras is allied with Guatemala, 
while Nicaragua and Costa Rica, for 
prudential reasons, have allied them- 
selves with San Salvador. 

Mexico, it is stated, has concentrated 
troops on the Guatemalan frontier in 
the state of Chiapas,and orders has been 
given the commanders to invade Gua- 
temalan territory in case Guatemala 
invades San Salvador. 

Gen. Ezeta, provisional President of 
San Salvador, has dispatched a special 
envoy to the United States with a 
manifesto as to his programme toward 
people of San Salvador. Guate- 
mala will appeal tothe United States 
= protection against Mexican inter- 

erence. 


BELGIUM CELEBRATES. 


The Anniversary of Independence 
Observed. 

BRUSSELS, July 21.—-[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The sixtieth anni- 
versary of Belgian independence and 
the twenty-fifth year of the reign of 
King Leopold was observed today with 
a tedeum service in the cathedral in 
the presence of members of the royal 
family, Cabinet ministers, foreign dip- 
lomatic representatives and members 
of the Senate and Chamber of Repre- 
sentatives. Afterward a reception 
was held at the palace, | 

In responding to an address from 
the Senate King Leopold referred to 
the work of Belgium in Africa as 
receiving an impetus through the de- 
cision of the anti-slavery conference. 
Belgium had taken a great part in the 
vast enterpriso, and he hoped she 
would take still a greater part in the 
future. The object of his life was to 
render the country beautiful, strong 
and happy. 

In responding to an address from the 
Chamber of Representatives the King 
said he deemed the time opportune to 
assign Belgium his Africen posses- 
sions after the expiration of ten years, 
which period was necessary to consoli- 
date the Congo Btate. In the event of 
his death Igium, his heir, would 
surely never wish to diminish the ex- 
—— or importance of her new posses- 
sions. 


FROM THE ANTIPODES. 


New Zealand’s Position as to Subsi- 
: dies and the World’s Fair. 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] R. J. Creighton, 
agent of the New Zealand Government, 
today received a cable dispatch from 
the Postmaster-General of New Zea- 
land asking if the United States Con- 
gress had passed the shipping bills. 
Parliament will be prorogued this 
month and the Postmaster-General has 
announced that New Zealand will fol- 
low the action of New South Wales 
and withdraw from the ocean mail 
service between Australia and the 
United States, unless Congress takes 
action at once toward contributing a 
substantial amount of the steamship 
subsidy. The New Zealand Govern- 
ment is at present the only Australian 
Government assisting to maintain the 
service.

Mow to Cure Alfalfa, 
{Ira W. Adams in Pacific Rural. | 
Some writers on alfalfa will say: 
Put it into your barn almost as soon 
as cut; no danger of spoiling.” This 


edge. I cut about eight hundred 
pounds just before our first rain, Oo- 
tober 7th. Seeing there were signs of 
a storm, although my alfalfa was not 
more than one-third cured, I put it 
into my barn, shaking every forkful so 
as to have it lay as lightly as possible. 
I also scattered fine salt over it pretty 
woe Having my doubts as to its 
keeping in good condition, I examined 
it in a day or two and found it quite 
musty and very hot, and 


mediately took it out, but much of it 
was entirely spoiled. 

The manner of curing depends en- 
) tirely on the time of cutting. My mode 
is as follows: In very hot weather, if 
cut early in the morning, I rake it into 
light winrows in the afternoon, or as 
soon as it gets thoroughly wilted. This 
will generally be in a few hours, unless 
the crop is verr heavy. The next day, 
as soon as the dew is off. I put it into 
small cocks, not over one hundred 
pounds each, and shake it up well 
while cocking, make the cock as light 
and as high as possible. In this way 
the hot air circulates through it 
and it very gradually settles as well

PROF. DICKINSON’S LECTURE.

Rev. Charles Winbigler of Riverside 
lectured at 11 a.m. on Mirage, or 
Some Illusions of Mankind.”

But lo! as he reaches 
the place where the ripples of crystal 
water seemed to flow, he finds naught 
but the white, scorching sand! Oh, 
what agony possesses his soul! And 
in this condition he advances, stil] 
holding the illusive water until, ex- 
hausted with fatigue, tortured with 
thirst and overpowered with weakness 
and excitement, he sinks in despdir on 
the sand, discovering to his dismay

Second—It is an illusion of the young 
man to robe his sweetheart in tran- 
scendent beauty and invest her with 
angelic qualities. 

Third—It is an illusion to think that 
pleasures are the chief aim and pur- 
pose of life. 

Fourth—It is an illusion to suppose 
that hoarding up money will bring 
happiness. | 

Fifth—It is an illusion to believe 
that the world is growing worse and 
not better.

BIG CANNING ESTABLISHMENT. 


Mr. Wallace’s Important Industry— 
Items from Stell’s Camp-A 
_ Wayward Girl Fined—Per- 
-~ gonals and Brevities. 


A visit was paid yesterday afternoon 
by the Tres reporter to Wallace’s 
cannery at the western terminus of 
Cypress street. All was bustle and 
business about the place. Several 
teams were outside unloading large 
cargoes of luscious peaches, while trom 
the interior of the large structure came 
the sound of many employés at work. 

The apricot season is practically 
over. Mr. Wallace canned this year 
1500 cases of apricots, all of which have 
been sold. A great many blackberries 
and a quantity of apricot jam have 
also been put up, and a ready market 
found for all. The berry season is 
hardly more than half over,and a 
large number of blackberries remain 
to be canned. 

Today the peach-canning process be- 
gins. his will be conducted on a 
large scale. About fifteen men and 
from sixty to seventy girls will be em- 
ployed, which in itself gives some idea 
or the quantity of work to be done. It 
has been necessary to enlarge the seat- 
ing capacity of the departments 
where the girls are employed, which 
work has been considerably hastened 
by the early advent of the fruit, which 
bas ripened for the market at least a 
week earlier this season than last. 

Owing to brisk competition between 
buyers, Mr. Wallace has to pay from 
thirty to forty dollars per ton for 
peaches. He only buys the best vari- 
eties because, he says, be cannot afford 
to can second-hand fruit. After the 
peaches come the pears, which will 
also be canned in large quantities. 
Mr. Wallace bas an order ahead for a 
big lot of canned tomatoes, and as 
soon as this vegetable becomes more 
plentiful he will proceed to fill it. 

Most of the canned fruit is sold to 
wholesale dealers in Los Angeles. Mr. 
Wallace reports the quality of peaches 
and of fruit generally as better this 
season than for several years past. 


PROFITABLE SUGGESTIONS. 


How to Decrease the Amount of 
Dead-ietter Matter. 

The Postofflce Department at Wash- 
ington recently requested the post- 
masters of free-delivery offices to pre- 
sent to it suggestions as to how a de- 
crease in the number of letters sent to 
the dead-letter office could be effected. 
Postmaster Masters complied with the 
request, and suggested several reme- 
dies, which in his opinion would do 
most to bring about the desired result. 

Mr. Masters’s suggestions are 
adopted, along with ers made, and 
are contained in a circular to ali free- 
delivery postmasters. By an ob- 
servance of these suggestions, which 
urge amorg other things that the ad- 
dress on each letter be plainly written, 
together with the street and house 
number, and that residents promptly 
inform the carriers of all removals, 
there will be fewer letters sent to the 
dead-letter office. 

Last year two million three hundred 
thonsand unclaimed letters were aent 
to Washington from the free-deiivery 
offices of the country.
